in such maaner a8 to avoid foreced
and uawise contraetion.

In harmony with this enuncia®
tion of sound principles by the na~
tional Demoecacy, we declace our
intention to meet and pledge ours
pelves to the payment of all debts
and abligations justly dae by the
Stnte of Tennessee.

Intaking the deed
of this roa |, they assumed heavs
vesponsibilities, which mnone but
sagacions practienl eélear headed
business men cou'd discharge with
any hope for the future ot “he en
terprise, B consent aud Fall un
destanding with the hondholders,
they suk:equently sold the road tu
a reorgamized compauy, receiving
new securities, which they is-ued
to the old creditors in aceordance
witn an agreement made and . et
tled with them. As the holders
of the title to the rosd, they wer:
compelled to settle the claims of
these e¢reditors. By agreement
with the bondholders and ufl con
ceroed three years were allowed
for the sevttemend down to 1861
melusive, Thesoe - entlemen (Vi)
den and associstes), although hav-
ing the right to exclude all persons
from the benefit of the organiza
tion after 1861, kept that privilage
npe. to all parties in interest un-
til I868. In this reorganization
they not only assumed large liabili:
tics but performed valuable servier
for which on remuneration was
provided except such as might be
provided by a surplus of uncluim
¢d securities, After this sever
years, extension of time, a balance
of unclaimed securities was appros
printed to the payment of their
own services as ¢ Purchusing Cor.
mittee,” the va ua of which at thas
time was compuratively small It
amounted to & Fraction wore than
one-half per eent., of the securitivs
they had distributed; a broker’s
¢ mmigsion, There was at that
tine no concealment of these facts
not any complaint on the part of
the creditors. This was consider-

Ta return a little, Septémber
‘may be described as the month of
tall wreds, © Where they have been
suffered to stand along fences, by
road-sides and ‘in forgotten cors
n rs&—red root, piz weed, vervain,
goldénsrod, burdack, clecampane,
thistles, tensels, nettles, asters ete,
—how they lift themselves up ag
If not afruid to besseen now! They
are ull ontlaws, every man's hun;{
18 agninst them, yet bow surely
they bold their own!  They love
the road-side beenuse here they
are c.mparatively safe; and rag-
ged and dusty, like the eomion
tramps that they are, they form
one of the characteristic feataros
of early fall. -

I have often noticed in what
heste certain wedds are at times
to produce their seeds. Red-root
will grow three or four Teet or four
feet high when it has the whole
season before it; but let it get a
late start, let it come up in Aus
gust, and it Bearcely gets abav
the ground before it beads out aug
apparently goes to work with sll
its might main, to mature its seed.
In the growth of some plants or
weeds, April and May represent
its roat, Juoe and Jaly, ite stalk
and Aagust and  September itg
flqwer and seed, [lence when the
s'alk months are stricken out ns in
the present case, there is ovly
ime for a shallow rootand o fore-
<16 tened head. I think moss
weeds that geva late sturt show
thig curtailnent of stalk and this
solicitnde to reproduce t! emsélves,
But I bave not observed thut any
of ‘the cerals.are so woildly wise,
hey huve not had to thivk ard
shift for themselves a3 the wedds
have. It does indeed look like &
kind of ferethought in the redroot,
[t is killed by the first frost, aud
aence knows the darger of dylay.
